William Henry, 
; By the Grace of GOD; 
PRINCE of ORANGE, &c.. 
Of the REASONS inducing Him, 


To appear in Armes in the- Kingdome. of 
England, for Preſerving of the Proteſtant 


Religion, and for Reſtoring. the Lawes 


and; Liberties of England, Scotland and 
_ Treland. : 


' T is both certain, and Evident to all men, that the Publike Peace and - 

: Happines of,any State or. Kingdome, can not be preſerved, where the 
Lawes,. Liberties, and Cuſtoms eſtabliſhed, by the Lawfull authority in - 
it, are openly. Tranfgrefled and Annulled : More eſpecially where the 
alteration of Keligzon is endeavoured, and that a Religzon which is contrary to . 


Law is endeayoured to be introduced ; Upon which thoſe who are moſt Imr- 
| medciatly 
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mediatly Concerned in ir, are Indifpenſably bound, ro-cndeavour to Preſerve 
and maintain the eftabliſhed Lawes, Liberties and Cuſtomes: and above all 
the Religion and Worlhip of God, thar is Eſtabliſhed among them : And to 
take 1tuch an effectual care, that the Inhabitants of the ſaid State or King- 
dome, may neither be deprived of their Religion, nor of their Civill Rights. 
Which is ſo much the more Neceffary becaule the Greataes and Security both 
ef Kings, Royall families, and of all ſuch as are in Authority, as well as the 
Happines of their Subjects and People, depend, in a moſt eſpectall manner, 
upon the exact obſeryation, and maintenance of theſe their Lawes, Liberties, 
and Cuſtomes. | 


Upon theſe grounds it is, that we cannot any longer forbear, ro Declare - 


that to our great .regret, we ſee that thoſe Councellours, who have now the 
chieffe credit with. the. King, have overturned the Religion, . Lawes, .and Li- 
berries of. thoſe. Realnes : and ſubjected them in all chings-rclating ro their 
Conſciences, Liberties, and. Properties, . to Arbitrary Government : and. thar 
not only by ſecret and Indirect waics, but in an open and undiſguiled man- 
ner, 

Thoſe Evil Councellours for the. advancing and colouring this, with ſome 
plauſible prerexts,. did Invent and ter on foot, the Kings Diſpencing power, by 
vertue of which, they pretend thar according to. Law, he can Suſpend and 
Diſpence with the Execution of the Lawes, that have becn enacted by the 
Authoruy, of the King and Parliament, for the ſecurity and happines. of the 


Subject, and fo have rendered thoſe Laws of no effect :' Tho there 1s nothing | 


more certain, then that as no Lawes can be made; but by the joint concur- 
rence of King and Parliament, fo likewiſe lawcs ſo enacted, which tecure 
the Publike peace, and fafery of the Nation, and the lives and liberties of 
every ſubject in ir, can not be repealed or ſuſpended but by the ſame aus 
thoriry. 

For tho the King may-pardon the puniſhment, that a Tranſgreſſour has 
incurred, and” to which he is condemncd, as in the cales of Treaſon. ar Fe- 
.lony 5 yet-it can not be with any colour of reaton, Inferred from thence, 
that the King can cntirely ſuſpend the execution of thoſe Lawes, relating to 
Treaſon or Felony : Unlels it is pretended, that he is clothed with a Deipo- 
. tick and Arbitrary. power, and that the Lives, Liberties, Honours and Eftates 
of the dubjects, depend wholly on his-good will and Pleaſure, and. are cn- 
tirely ſubject to him-3 which muit intallibly follow', on the Kings :ha- 


ving a power to- ſuſpend the cxccution of. the Lawes, and to diſpence with 


them, 

Thoſe Evill Councellours, in order to the giving ſome- credit -to this 
{trange and execrable Maxime, have ſo conducted the matter, that they have 
| obtained a Sentence from the Judges, declaring thar this Diſpencing power, is 
a Right belonging to the Crown; :as if .it were in the power of the twelve 


Judges, io ofter up the Lawes, Rights, and Liberties, of the whole Nation, - 


z0-rhe King, to be diſpoſed of by him Arbitrarily and. at his Vleaſtre, and 
expreſsly contrary to Lawes enacted, for the ſccurity of the Subjects. In 
- &der to the obtaining this Judgment, thoſe Evill Cauncellours did before 

| had 
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Hand, examine ſceretly, the Opinion of the Judges, and procured ſuch of 
: them,. as could not 'm Conſcience concurre in 1o peraicious' a'Sentence, to 
'Be rurtiet our, and others te be fubſtrured in their Rooms'rilt by the. chan- 
£cs vÞch were made, -in- the/Courts of Judicarure, they ar latb: obrained 
rhit Judginenr. And they have raited fome to thole/Trufts, who'mak& opeh 
Proton '6f the Popith Religion, though thoſe aretby:Law Rendred Inca- 
pable cf all ſuch Employments. 
It js alſo Manifeſt and Notorious, that as his Mayeftie was, upon his 
coming 10 the: Crown, received and acknowledged by all the ſ{ubje&#s of 
England, Scotland, and Irelard, as their Kirg without the leaſt oppeſition, | 
'tho he mace -then' open profeflion, of the Pipiſh Religion ; 106. he did then | 
Promiſe; and Solkmiy Swear, / at his Coronation; thatthe'woutd mainrs in his 
ſubjects, in rhe free enjoyment of their Lawes, and Liberties, and in par- 
ticular, that he would maintain the Churc' of FEngiand as it was eftabliſh: d ly 
Law : Ir js likewiſe certain, that there have been ar Gdiveric and trndry 
rimes, ſeveral I;awes enacted far the prefervation of thoſe Rights, and-Lt- 
erties, and of the Proteſtant Religion : and among other Securitics, it has 
been enacted that 'al Perfons whatſocver, that are advariced ro any Eccle- | 
Faftical Dienity, or to bear Office in either Unwveftity, as likewiſe all other, | 
thar ſhould þe-jur in any Imployment, Civill or ' Military, ſhould declare 
thar they were nor Papiſts, bunt were of rhe Proteſtant Religion, and rhar, by 7 F 
their raking of the Oarhs-of Alrgance, and S1reanacy and the Te, yer thete 
Tvill Councellours have-- in (efte&t anmulled and: aboliſhed all thoſe: Lawes 
beth with relation ro Eccleſfaſticall and Civill Employments. | | 
In order to Ecc'cfiafticall Dignitics and Offices. they have not only with- 
our any colour of Law, bat againſt moſt expreſie Lawes ro the contrary, 
* ſet up a Commitſion, of a certain Number of perſons, ro whom they have 
cemmirted the cegnifſence and direction of all Ecclcliaſticall matrers:. in the 
which Commition there has been and ftill 1s, one of His Majeſtics Mini- 
ſters of Stare, who makesrow publike profeflion cf the Popiſt Religion, and 
' who ar-the time of his firſt proteſting i, declared” tharfor a great while be- 
fore, he had bclieved that ro be the only rruc Religion. By all this, the de- 

" florable Stare*to which the Proteſtant Religion 1s reduced is Apparent, ſince 
the Afairs of rhe Church of England, are now pur into the hands of Per- 
ons; "who: have--accepred of a Commiſſion that 1s maniicitly THegal ; and 
wvhouFave cxcented it ieontrary to all Law ;- arid ithar now one of their 
- Gtefle Members has -abjured- the Prezeſtant* Religion and declared, him- 
{elf a Papiet; by which he 15 become Incapable of hoiding any! Pub- 
ike Imployment : The faid Commuſtioncrs have hitherro given - tuch 
proof; of :rhuir fub11:Hon tothe directions given them, "that there is no rea- 
{off to donb:, bur they will fill continue; to promote all ſnch- defigns as will 
| be wot 2p0rble tothem. And-thoſe Evil-Councelours take-carc, to raile 
fake 40'any Eccluizaſticall digniries; but pcriens that have no zeal for the Prc- 
reſt wit Religion, and that now hide-rheir unconcernedneſs for it, under the 
{>ccious pretence of Moderation. The-ſaid Commiſſtoners have ſuſpended 
the Biſhop of Lendon, only becauſe he'refuſed to obey an- order, that was 
| fenr 
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ſent him to ſuſpend a Worthy Divine, withour ſo much as citing him before 
him, ro make his own Defence, or obſerving the common formes of Procelie: 
They have turned-out a Prefidenr, chofen by the fullows cf Mazdalen Col- 
ledge, and afterwards all the Fellows of that Coltedge, withoar to much «s 
ciring them before any Court that conld rake legali cogniſfance of that af - 
fair 3 or obtaining any Sentence againtt rhem by a Compurcnt Judge. And 
the only reaſon, that was given, for turning them ovr, was their refufing 
ro choole for their Preſident ;'a Perton that was recommended to them, by 
rhe Inſtigation of thoſe Evill Councclours. Tho the right of a free Election 
belonged undoubredly ro them. Bur they were turned our of rkeir frec- 
holds, contrary to Law, and to that exprefle provition in the Maga Charta ; 
that no man ſhatl I'ſe life cr Goods, but by the Law <> the land.. And now 
rheſe Evill Councellours have pur the faid Colledge wholly into the hanc's- 
of Popitts, rho as is abovelatd, thcy are Incapable, of all tuch Employments, 

both by the Law of the Land, and the ſtatutes of the Colledge. Thete 
Commiſlioners have alſo cited before” thera all the Chanczltours and Arcl;- 
deacons of England, requiring them to certifie ro them the names, of all tuch 
Clergymcn, as have read the Kings declaration for Liberty of Cerſcience, and 
of ſuch as have nor read it : withour confidering that the reading of it, was 
not enjoined the Clergy, by the Bithops, who are their Ordinaries.. The 11- 
tegaliry and Incomperency of the ſaid Court of the Eccletiaſticall Commitſio- 
ners, was lo. notorionlly known, and it did fo Evidently appear; thar it tend+ 
ed ro the Subverlion of rhe Proteſtant Religion, that rae Malt Reverend Fa- 
ther in God, Y#;am Archbithop of Canterbwy, Primate and: Metropolitan 
of all Erglind, (ceing that it was railed tor no other end, Iyut to opprefle 
ſuch perſons as were of Eminent Vertue, Learning, aixl Fiery, refuted ro tir 
or 10 CoOncurre 1n 1r.. 

And tho-rhere are many cxprefſe Lawes againſt atl Cliurches or Chapells, 
for the exercite of the Popith Keligion, and allo agaiift all Mconatterics and 
Convents, and more particularly againft rhe order'©t the Feſwres, yet theſe: 
Evill Councellours have Procurec| orders for the building of. {everall Chur 
ches and Chappels, for the Exercile of that Religion : "They have allo pro- 
curcd diverſe Monaſteries to be EreCted, and in conwmpr of the Law they: 
have not only ſcr up ſcverall Colledges of Feſuites, in diverie places, for rhe 
corrupting-of the yourh, bur have raited up one of the Order, ro be a Privy 
Councellour and a Miniſter of Stare. By all which they do evidently ſhevz, 
that they are reſtrained by no rates of Law wharttcever ; bur that they have 
{abjc<ted rhe Honours and Eftatcs of the ſubjects, and the ERablithr Reli- - 
gion, to a Deſpotick power and to Arbitrary Government : In ail which 
they arc ferved and fcconded by thoſe EccleGattical Commi:lioners. 

They have alto followeLthe ſame methods-with Relario: ro Civill affairs : - 
For they have procured Orders, to examine all Lords Licurenans, Depury 
L.icutenants, Sheriffs, Juſtices of Peace, and all others rhor were in any Pulz- 
Ike Imployment, if they wonld concurre. with The King in the Reperl of 
the Teſt and Penal Laws : and all ſuch, whole Conſcicnoes did nor tnftr 
them, to comply with their delgnes, were turned our.z at others were | ut 
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M1 their places, who they bcheved would be mote Compliant to them ; in 
their Defignes of - defeating the Intent and Exccurtion of rhoſe Laws ; which 
had been made with fo much care and caution, for the Security of the Pro- 
zeſtant Religion. And in many of theſe places they have pur profeſſed Pa- 
piſts, though the-Law has ditabled rl.cm, and warranred the ſubjects not wy 
. have any regard ro their Orders. 

They have alſo invaded rhe Priviledges, and ſciſed on the Charters of 
moſt of thoſe Towns thar have a right ro be -repreſenred by their Burgeſles 
in Parliament : and have procured -furrenders ro be made of them, by which 
the Magittrates in them have dclivered up-all their Righrs, and Privi- 
ledges, to be diſpoſed of, at rhe pleaſure of thoſe Evill Counccllours : who 
have thereupon, placed new Magiſtrates in thoſe Towns, ſuch as they can 
moſt entirely contide in: and in many of them, they have pur Popiſh Ma- 
- giſtrarcs, notwithſtanding the Incapacitics under which the Law has pur 
them, . 

And whereas no Nation whatſoever-can ſubſiſt without the adminiſtrati» 
on of . good and imparrtiall Juſtice, upon which mens Lives, Liberties, Ho- 
nours, and Eftates, doe depend ; thoſe Evill Councellours have ſubjected 
theſe to an Arbitrary and Deſporick power : In the moſt important attairs, 
they have ſtudied to diicover before-hand, rhe Opinions of the Judges ; and 
have turned: our ſuch, as they found would-not conform themſelves to their 
intentions-:- and have pur others in their places, of whom they were more 
aſſured, withour having any regard to their abilities. And they have nor 
ſtuck ro raiſe even proteſſed Papiſts, ro rhe Courts of Judicature, norwith- 
ſtanding their Incapacity by Law, and thar no Regard is due to any Sen- 
tences flowing from them. "They have carried this to far, as to deprive fuch 
Judges, who in the common adminiſtration of Juſtice, ſhewed that they were 
governed by their Conſciences, and not by the directions, which the others 
gave them. By which it is apparent that tliey deſigne to render themſclyes 
the abſolute Maſters of the Lives, Honours and Efſtares of the ſubjects, of 
whar rank or dignity focver thcy may be : and that without having any re- 
-gard eirher to the equity of the cauſe, or ro the Cconſciences of rhe Judges, 
whom they will have ro fubmir in all things, to their own will, and plea- 
fure : hoping by ſuch waics, ro Intimidare thoſe . who are yer in Imploy- 
ment, as alſo ſach others, as they ſhall think fir, ro pur in the Rooms of 
thoſe whom they have rurned out ; and ro make them fce, what they muſt 
4ook for, if they ſhould ar any time act in the leaft contrary to their good 
liking : and rhar no failings of thar kind, are pardoned, in any perſons what- 
foeycr. A great deal of blood has been ſhed in many placcs of the King- 
dom, by Judges governed by thoſe Exill Councellours, againit all the rules 
and forms of I aw ; without ſo much as ſuffering the pcrions rhat were ac- 
cnicd, 'to Plccd im their own Defence. . 


They 
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They have alſo, by putting the adminiſtrarion of Juſtice, in the hands of. 
Papitts, broughrall the marrers of Civil Juſtice into great uncertainties: Witl: 
how much exactnels and Juſtice ſoever thar theſe Sentences may have been 
given. For fincethe Laws of the Land do nor only exclude Papilts from all 
places of Judicature, bur have pur them under an Incapaciry, none are 
bound to acknowledge or ro obey their Judgements, and all Sentences gt- 
ven by them, are null and yoid of rhemiclves: fo thar all perſons who have 
been caſt, in Trials before tuch Popish Judges, may juſtly look on their Pre- 
rendal Sentences, as having no more force, then the Sentences of any pri 
vatc and unauthoriſed perſon whatloever. So deplorable is rhe caſe of the 
Subjects, who are obliged ro anſwer to {uch Judges, that mutt in all things 
{tic:. ro the Rules,, which are ſer them by thoſe Evil Councellours, who as 
rhcy raiſed rhem up ro thoſe Imployments, ſo can tura them our of rhem ar 
leaſure 3 and who can never be eſteemed Lawful Judges 3 1o thar all their 
; are in the Conſtruction of the Law, of no Force and Efficacy. T hey 
have likewiſe diſpoſed of all Military Imployments,in the ſame manner : For 
tho the Laws have not only Excluded Papitts, from all fuch Imploymears, 
bur have in particular, Provided rhar they ſhould be Difſarmed; yer they un 
Conrempr of theſe Laws, have nor only armed the Papiſts, but have like- 
wile rai:ed them up to the greateſt Military Truſts, both by Sca and Land, 
and that Strangers as well as Natives, and Irish as well as English, that fo 
by thoſe means, having rendred themielves Maſters both of the aftairs of the 
Church, of the Government of the Narion, and of the courte of Juſtice, and 
fubjected rhem all to a Deſporick and Arbitrary power, they might be in a 
Capacity to maintain and Execure their wicked deſigns, by the ailiftance of 
the Army, and thereby to enſlave the Nation. 

The diitmal eifects of this ſfubycrtion of the eftablithed Religion, Laws and 
Libertics in England appear more evidently to us, by what we ſee done in 
Irejand : where the whole Government 1s*pvrt in the hands of Papiſts, and 
where all the Proteſtant Inhabitants are under the daily fears of what may be 
juttly apprehended, from the Arbitrary Power which is ſcr up there : which 
has made great numbers of them, leave that Kingdom, and abandon their 
Ettares in it, remembring well that Crucl and Eloody Maſſacre, which fell 
out in thar Ifland 1n the year 1641. 

Thote Evil Councellours jave allo prevailed with the King ro declare in 
Scotland that he is clothed with Abſolute Power, and thar all the Subjects are 
bound to obey him witheut Reſerve © upon which he has aflumed an Arbitrar 
Power both over the Religion and Laws of that Kingdom, from all which 
it 1s apparent, whar is ro be looked for it! England, as ſcon as matzers are 
ducly preparcd for it. ; 

Thoie great and inſuffetable Opprefiibns, and rhe open Contempt of all 
Law, regether with rhe appreheniions of the 12d Conſequences that muſt 
certainly follow vpon it, hve pur the ſubjects under grcar and juſt fears ; and 
have made them look afrer fuch lawful Remedics as are allowed of iu all 
Nations : yer all has been without efiet. And thoſe Evil Councellors have 
endeavourcd to make all Men apprehend, the Icfie of tiair 1.ives, 1ibertys, 
Houcurs, 
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Honours, and Eſtates, if they ſhould go about to preſerve themſelves. from 
this Opprefſion, by Petitions, Repreſenrarions, or other means authoriſed by 
Law. Thus did they proceed with the, Archbisſhop of Canterbury, and the 
other Biſhops,who having offered a moſt humble perition ro the King, in termes 
full of Reſpect, and nor exceding the number lmired by Law, in which they 
ſer forth in ſhort, the Realons, tor which they could not ebey that order, 
which by the Inftigation of thoſe Evit Councellors, was fcnt them, requiring 
rhem to appoint their Clergy to read in their Churches the Declaration for 
Liberty of Comſcierce 3 were tent to priſon and afterwards brought to a Triall, 
as if they had been guilry of fome enormous Crime. "they were not only 
ebliged, ro defend rhemiclves in thar partute, bat ro appear before Profefſed 
Papiſts, who had nor raken the Tcſt and by Conſequence were men whoſe 
Intereſt led them tocondemn them : and the Judges that gave their opinion 1n 
their favours were ther-upon turned our. 

And yer it cannct be pretended, rhart any Kings ; how great ſocver their 
power has been, and how Arbitrary and Deſporick toever, they have been in 
the excrcile of it, l.ye ever reckoned it a crune for their Subjects ro come, 
in all Submiſſion and Reſpect, and in a due number, nor exceeding the li- 
mirs of the Law, and repretent ro rhem the Reaſons that made ir tmpoflible 
for them to obey their orders. Thole Evil Councellours have alfo treared a 
Peer of the Realm as a Cruninall, only becaute he ſaid thar rhe ſubjects were 
rot bound to obey the orders of a Popish Juſtice of Peace : rho ir is Evident, 
that rhey being by Law rendred incapable of all ſuch truſts, no regard is 
due to their orders. This being the ſecurity which the people have by the 
Law for their Lives, Liberties, Honours and Eſtates, that they are not ro be 
{ubjected to the Arbitrary procedings of Papiſts, that are contrary ro Law, 
pur into afy employments Civil or Militz ry. 

Both Wee our iclves, and our Deareſt and moſt Entirely Bcloved Conſort, 
the Princefſe, have endeavoured to ſignify in terms full of reſpect, to the 
King, the juſt and deep Regret which all rheſe Proccedings have given us; 
and in Compliance with his Majeſtics defires figniftied ro us, Wee Dectarcd 
both by word of Mourh, to his Envoy, and in writing ; whar our Thonghts 
were touching the Repcaling of the Teft and Penal Lawes 3 which we did in 
fuch a manner, that we hoped we had propoſed an Expedient, by which the 
Peace of thoſe Kingdoms, and a happy agreement among the Subjects of all 
Perfuaſions, might have been fertled : bur thoſe Evil Councellours, have pur 
fuch ill Conſ{tructions on theſe our good Intentrons, that they have endea- 
vourcd to alicnate the King more and more from us: as it Wee had deſigned, 
w diſturb the quict and Happineſs of the Kingdome. 

The laſt and great Remedy for all thoſe Evils, is the Call.ng of a Pariia- 
ment, for ſecuring the Nation, againſt the evil practiſes of thoſe wicked 
Councellours : bur this could nor be yer compatled,nor can it be eafily brought 
about. For-thoſe Men apprehending, that a lawful Parliament, being once 
aflembled, they would be brought to an account, for alt their open violati- 
ans of Law, and' for their Plots and Confpiracics againſt the Proteſtant Re- 
bgjon, and the Lives ang Liberties of the. Subjects, they have endeavoured 


under 
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under the ſpecions Prettence of Liberty of Conſcience; firſt to Sow diviſions 
among Proteſtants, between rhoſe of rhe Church of Eng/and and the Difſer- 
ters : The defign being laid ro cngage Proteſtants, that are all. equally con- 
cerned, to preſerve themfelves from Popish Opprefſion ; into mutual quar- 
rellings 3 -rhar ſo by rheſe, tome adyantages mighr be given to them to bring, 
abour their Deſigns ; and'thar borh in the Election of the Members of Parlia- 
ment, and afterwards m the Parliament it ſelfe. For they ſee well thar if 
all Proteſtants,could enter into a murual good Underitanding, one with ano- 
ther, and Concurre rogerher, in the prelcrving of their Religion, jt would: 
not be potfible for them to compaſſe their wicked ends, They have alſo xc- 
quired all Perfons in the feveral Counties of Ergland, that either were in any 
Imploy ment, or were in any Conſiderable Eſteem, ro declare before hand,, 


that they would concur in the Repeal of the Teſt and Penal Laws;and that they” 


would give their voices in the Elections ro Parliament, only. for ſuch as would 
concurre in it: Such as would nor thus Preingage themſelves were turned our 
of all Imployments : And others who entred into thoſe engagements, were 
pur in their places, many of them being Papiſts : and contrary. ro the Char- 
rers and Priviledges of thoſe Burroughs, that have a Right to ſend Burgeſles. 
ro Parliament, they have ordered ſuch Regulations to be made, as they 
thougkr fir and neceffary, for afſuring, themſelves of alf the Members, that are 
ro be choſen by thoſe Corporations: and'by this means they hope to avoid thar 
Puniſhment which they have Deſerved : tho ir is apparent, that all Ats made 
by Popish Magiftrates are null, and Void of themielves ; So that no Parlie 


ment can be Lawful, for which the EleCtions and Returns are made by Po- 


pish Sheriffs and Majors of Touns; and Therefore as long as the Authoriry 
and Magiftracy is in tuch hands, it is nor poſſible to have any: Lawful Par- 
liament. And tho according to the Conttitution of the Engliſh Governe 
ment, and Immemorial Cuſtome, all Elections of Parliament men ought re 
be made with an Entire Liberty, withour any fort of force, or the requi- 
ring the Electors to chooſe tuch Perſons as ſhall be named to them, and the 
Perſons thus freely Etected, oughr to give their Opinions freely, upon all 
Marters that ate brought before them, having the good of the Nation ever 
before their Eycs, and following in all things the diQtares of their Conſci- 
ence, yet now the People of England can not expect a Remedy from a free 
Parliament, Legally Called and Choſen. Bur they may perhaps ſee one Cat- 


led, in which all Elections will be carried by Fraud or Force, and which: 


will be compoſed of fuch Perſons, of whom thoſe Evil Councellours kold 
them{elves well affured, in which all things will be carricd on according ro 
their Direction and Intercft, without any regard to the Gcod or . Happinels 


the Nation. Which may appear Evidently from this, that the ſame Perſons - 


rried the Members of the lait Parliament, ro gain them to Conſent to the 


Repeal of rhe Teft and Penal Lawes, and procured thar Parliament to be dif-- 


tolved, when they found rhar they could not, neither by Promiſes nor-Threat- 
aings, prevail with the Mcaibers ro Comply with their wicked Deſigns. 
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But to Crown all, there are Great and Violent Preſumprions, inducing us 
ro Pelecve, that thoſe Evil Councellours, in order to the carrying on of their 
1 Defigns, and ro the Gaining to themſelves the more time tor the Effccting 


of them, for rhe encouraging of their Complices, and for the diſcouraging. 


of all Good Subjts, have publiſked thar rhe Queen hath brought forth a 
$92 : tho there have appeared both during the Queens pretended Bignels, and 
in the manner in which the Birth was managed, ſo many juſt and Vitible 
gronnds of ſuſpicion, that not only we our ſelves, bur all rhe good Subjects 
of thuſe Kingdoms, do Vehemently ſuſpect, that the pretended Prince of 
F:les was not born by the Queen. And it is notoriouſly known to all the 
world, that many both doubred of the Queens Bigneſs, and of the Birth of 
the Child, and yer there was nor any one tlyng done to datiSfy them, or to 
pur an end to their Doubts. 

And fince our Deareſt and moſt Entirely Bcloved Conſort, the Princeſle, 
and likewiſe we Our Selves , have 1o great an Intereſt in this Matter, and 
{uch a Right, as all the world knows, to the Succeflion to the Crown, Since 
alſo the Engliſh did in the year 1672. when the States General of the Un;- 
ted Provinces were invaded, in a moſt unjuſt warre, uſe their utmoſt Endea- 
vours to put an end to that Warre, and that in oppotition to thoſe who were 
then in the Government : and by their ſo doing, rhey run the hazard, of 1o- 
ſing borh the favour of the Court, and their Imployments ; And fince the 
Engl:ſh Nation has ever teftified a moſt particular Aﬀection and Eiteem, both 
10 our Deareſt Conſort the Princefſe, and ro Our ſelves, Wee cannot excule 
our f{-lves from efpouſing their Intereſts, in a martrer Of ſuch high Conſe- 
cfuence, and from Contributing all thar lies in us, for the Maintaining both 
of rhe Proteitanrt Religion,and of the Laws and Liberties of thoſe Kingdomes, 
and for the Securiag . ro them, the Continual Enjoymear of all rhur juſt 
Rights. To the doing of which, wee are moſt Earneſt!y Solicited by a Grear 
many Lords, both Spirituall and Temporall, and by many Geatlemen and, 
other ſubjects of all Ranks. 

THEREFORE ir is, that wee have thought fir, ro goe over to England, 
and ro Carry over with us a force, ſufficient by the bletfing of God, ro de- 
tend us from the Violence of rhoſ: Evill Councellours. AND WEE being: 
delirous that cur Intentions in this, may be Rightly Underſtood, have for 
this e:id prepared this Declaraticn, in which as wee have hitherto given a True 
Account cf the Reaſons Inducing us roit, So wee now think fir to DECLARE 
that this our Expedition, is intended for no other Deſigne, bur to have a free 
and lawfull Parliament aſſembled, as ſoon as is poſſible : and that in order 
tw this, all the late Charters by which the Elcctions of Burgeſfcs are limiced 
centrary to the Ancient cuftome, ſhall be conſidered as null and of no force : 
and likewiſe all Magiſtrates who have been Injuſtly turned our, ſhall forth- 
with reſume rheir former Imployments, as well as all the Borrongls of Eng- 
tind ſhall return again ro their Antient Preſcriptions and Charters : And 
more particularly that the Anticnr Charter of rhe Great and Famous City of 
London, ſhall again be in Force : and that the Writs for the Members of 
Parliament fhall be addreficd to rhe Proper Officers, according to Lav and 

Cuſtome, 
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Cuſtome. Thar alſo nonc be fuffered ro chooſe or ro be choſen Members of 
Parliament bur ſuch as are qualitied by Law : And that the Members of Par- 
liament being thus lawfully choſcn they ſhall meet and fit in Full Freedome 5 
Thar ſo the Two Houles may concurre in the preparing of fuch Lawes, as 
they upon full and free debare, ſhall Judge neculary and convenient, both 
for the confirming and executing the Law conceraing the Teſt and tuch orher 
Lawes as arc neceflary for the Security and Maintenance of the Prorcſtanz 
Religion 3 as likewile for making ſuch Lawes as may eſtabliſh a good aggre- 
ment between the Church of England, and all Proreſtant Diflenters, as allo 
for the covering and ſecuring of all ſuch, who will live Peaceably under the 
Government as becomes gc © 1 Subjects, from all Perſecution upon the account 
of their Religion, even Papiſts themſelves not excepted, and tor the doing of 
all other rhings, which the Two Houles of Parliament ſhall find neceilary for 
the Pcace, Honour, and Safety of the Nation, ſo thar there may be no 
more danger of the Nations falling ar any time hereafter, under Arbitrary Go- 
vernmert, To this Parliament wee will allo referre the Enquiry mto the 
birth of the Prerended Prince of Wales, and of all things relating to it and to: 
the Right of Succetlion. p 

And Wee for our part will concurre in every thing, -that may procure the 
Peace and Happines of the Nation, which a Free aud Lawfall Parl;zmenr. 
ſhall determine ; Since wee have nothing before our cyes in this our under- 
taking, bur the Preſervation of the Proteſtant Religion, rhe Covering of ali 
men from Perſecution for their Confciences, and the Securing ro the whole 
Nation the free enjoyment of all their Lawes, Rights and Liberries, under a 
Juſt and Legall Governmenr. 

This is the deligne, that wee have Propoſed to our elves, in appearing vp- 
or this occafion in Armes : In the Conduct of which, Wee will kecp tte 
Forces under our Command, under all the Strictnes of Marrtiall Ditcipline : 
and take a fpeciall Care, that the People of the Countries thro which wee 
muſt march, ſhall not ſuffer by their means: and as ſoon as the Stare of the 


Nation will admit of it, Wee premiſe that we will fend back all thoſeForreigne- 


Ferces, that wee have bronght along with us. 

Wee doe therefore hope that all People will judge rightly of us, and ap- 
prove of theſe our Proceedings: But wee cniciy rely on the bleiting cf God, 
for the ſucceſle of this vur undertaking, in. which Wee place our whole ard 
only Confideace, nt, | | 

Wee 4o in the laſt place invire and require all Perſons whatlcever,. All the 
Peers of the Realme, both Spirituall and Te:mporall, all Lords. Lieutenanrs, 
Dep icy Licurenants, ard all Gentlvnen, Citiſens and other Commons of ail 
Faiiks, 7. come and uit us, in order tothe Executing of this- our De'igns 
againſt 21] foch as ſhall Endeavour ro Oppoſe us ;. that fo wee may prove, 
all thole Miferies, which . muſt needs follow upon the Nations bei ie » «©: 5 
vnder Arbitrary Government and Slavery: And that all the Vicie ces 0

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And Wee do likewiſe reſolve that as ſoon as the Nations are brought to 4 
ſtate of QuierWee will rake c2re thar a Parliament ſhall be caHed in Scotland; 
for the reſtoring the Ancient Conſtirution of that Kingdom, and fer bringing 
the Marters of Religion to ſuch a Sertlement, rhart the People may five ay 
and happy, and for putting an end-to all the Injuſt Viotences, that have been 
in a cqurie of fo many years Commitrred there. 

We will alſo ſtudy ro bring the Kingdom of Ireland to ſuch a State, rhar 
the Settlement there may be Rel:giouſly obſerved : and: that the Proteſtant 
and British Intereſt there, may be tccured. And we wilt endeavour by alt 
potſible means, ro procure ſuch an eſtabliſhment in all the Three Kingdoms 
rhat they may all live in a happy Union and Correſpondence together ; and' 
thar thc Proteſtant Religion, and rhe Peace, Honour, and Happineſs of thoſe 
Vartions, may be eſtablished upon laſting Foundarions. |

The ſenſe 
of their Guilt, and the diſtruſt of their force, have induced rhem to offer ro 
the Ciry of London- ſome ſeeming relcete from their Great Oppretiions : ho- 
ping thereby to quier the People, and to divert them from demanding a Re- 
eſtabliſhment of their Religion and Laws under the $helrer of our Arms: 
They do alſo give out, that we do intend ro Conguer and Enflave the Na- | 


tion, And theretorc it is that we have thought fit to adde a few words to our

there are too many in every Narion, and ro whom we pie thought his 
Highneſs would have afforded rhe Counties of his Name. Siace he has 
thought fit ro do it, Ifhall,in retpect, forbear to Come!t it with his Highnets, 
as much as 1 perceive he 1s Mitinformed, farther rizan is juit neceflary tor our 
own Reſolutions and Actions.

NOT forbidden by Law, and his tHHighneis, [ La:ICY, would bcol tioir Opinion 
hiniclf, if rhe caſe were his own. Happy we, it nothing weuld tubvert our 
Peace, and rrantgreis our Laws more thin this Sutpeaſion. 

Bur to make theſe things the Ground of an Invaſion, which mult tatirely 
ſabverr our Peace, and, 1f it prevail, our Laws, and leave us none, bur ar 
the Mercy of an Arbirrary Sword ; which cannot begin without LOtOriouily 
rrangretiing the Laws of God and Nations ; nor be aberred withour undi(- 
guitable rranigre:fing the Laws of the Land ; has palpably lome ether aim, 
tan the cre of our Peace and Laws. 

What endeavours to introduce Popery his iohneſs means, T cannot 1voll. 
The Kire, ro my thinking, has bounded his Favour 0 that "ſe on, With the 
lingle defire of {eeing his Papiit Subjcets in the tame condition with the refit, 
and is plcas'd to bare even of that. Had he deiign'd ro introduce thor Relj- 
£10n, he would certainly n ver have mae it inn oper to be wriraiuct. For 
an Univerial Liber:y units tne interett 07 every Religion, apa lic the Pre” 
vailing of any one, agd Excludes Pop ery trom al] pes of ever Domunrerusg 
mn Enz{/znd. Bur let the de'igns of Paviits be never 1o rv booted 
Midionarics, I take it, are no Minilters cf the Colpel 1n the Reformed Reli- 
gion, nor Þare endeav ns ro do b.d Actions, a Warrant actually to do bad 
Actions, and the wortt of rhem. 

Afer all, were our Cale as bad as the Declaration. reprefents it, How 
comes his Highneis to be concern d init? Tt x 1n his own words, certiin and 
evident to il! aIn, that Sovereign States, Whether Iouarchics, of Com- 
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monwealths, are indepencent, and have no R.ight to interpofe, otherwiſe 
than by fricndly Offices, 1n one another's Afﬀairs, bur violate the Laws of 
Nations as often as they do. Eyery Government holds within irtelf, all tote 
who are concern'd in tie Redreis of Abuics, when they happen, an the 
Laws inform us who they arc. Nor 1s any thing more incoulittent with Go 

vernment, than the inrerpolition of Forcign Powers, nor more dceply re- 
tenred by the Laws of ali Nations, than abcrciag of ir. Turn the Tables, and 
let a'l rhuſe diſmal Stories,as fom perhaps are, be rold of Holland, and be n& 
ver © truc; I refer it to all} Mankind;to [1712d, to his Highneſs himlelf,whe- 
ther che King of Er:2/aud wouki not pals for a very bad Neighbour, and a 
v.ry bad Man, 1 ic ſhould take the cognizance from the States, and him- 
{cif cory9ole ther Dilorders by War : The inimediare Concern infinuatcd, 
relates, | wppole, ro the profpect of Succetlion, ro which, if the calamirics. 
of War,be the procts of his reader Atetion ro cur Nation, it wil toon with 
the Right of his Highneis were {arther removed , than it 15; tho ir hasnow 
pleated God, the Right ſhould nor be 1mmediare, even 1n his Royal Con- 
lort, Bur ihe molt imneiare Right ro Succecd, 13 no Right to 1nt:rmedule 
btmre the Sacceiion fa'ls. © I am Succeilor ro wy Father, bur cannot there- 
{rc diirole of his Eftate, chuſe his Tenaars tor hin, and appoint what Cc- 
venatrs he ſhall make tn his Leates, any more than a ftranger to his Bloud. 

Ana verit follows, tht 1p9jt £12 fe Ground:, bis IT'alneſs can no loger for- 
brar to Declare, that Cenrſcilors, tn chicf Credit with the King, have openly 
virturiced Religion and the Laws, and ſubjectcd them in all things relating to 
Conjcionce, Liberty and Property, to Artitrary Greernment, It thele were the 
rrue Grounds of his Highnets, he coald as Iutle torbear to Declare againit 
many, perhaps all Nations, in which there are more rational, and more re- 
al cauſes of complaint to be found, by one who wou!l look aiter them. Bur 
rut it to Mankind, and all Mankind muſt Declare, that thete Grounds are 
no Groundsanud which no party will allow to juitiry another which difturbs 
them. Paurcit tothe Nation, and all the Nati» muit Declare, that every 
Man enjoys his Con{lcience, his Liberty, ant ais Property, cyen to the En- 
FF of rheir els happy Nezghbours, and that tterc has been no proceeding 
agatnit a ſingle Man, bar for his iingle Mitten. or, and this not by Arbr- 
trary,but Legal, Power. And then ro afperle tis Majeſty with overturning 
all Laws, under the name of Evil Counſellors! Why ? ler His CounteRkors. 
be never fo bad, they are wore, whoſe Service his Highneſs has uſed in 
Penning this Declaratio 1. Mcn, winoie Brainz reach no farther, than t& 
Copy from their Reb llious Ancettors of 41, by whaic example it 1s too fad- 
!y known, whon they meant by Evil Counſcliors, and what they intended 
i do with Him. And yer his Highne!'s lends his Flame to ſach Men, and 
gfving Credir ro fuch Counſellors himielf, tatks of Eyit Counlellors. in Crc- 
dit with the King. * 

To theſe gencral Premiſes, the Declaration adds a Lift of particulars ; 
whereot the firlt 1s, tbe Diſpenſing Power. And this his Highnels takes the 
pains ro moot, and rell us how far it goes, and where it muſt ſtop, and that 
a Sentence has been eveained for it trom the Judges. I noſe Judges ſhould in 
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reaſon underftand the Matter better, than thoſe, on whoſe Information his 
Highneſs has thought fit to relye. As I rake it for a Parliamentary Bulineſs, 
I leave ir untouchr, to the Witdcm of a Parliament, believing, all I can fay, 
will be ſaid and coniidered there, and reſolving ro acquieſlce in their derermi- 
nation. In the mean time , How does this juitifie Foreign Arms ? Here is 
the Caſe. Kings arc not bred ar the Inns of Court, bur muſt truſt Lawyers 
for Law, as well as Phyſicians for Phylick. The oppreflion of Conſcience- 
Laws, dcafens His Majeſties Ears with perpetual Complaints, and His ten- 
dernels of His Subjects prompts Him to relicve them. He adviſerh with 
thoſe of the Profetlion, and they inform Him, He may, by His Ditpenting 
Power, relieve them Legally, and he does it. Every body is not content, 
and he refers the whole to a publick Legal Tryal Pray whar berter, or 
other Advice could his Highnets have given 2 What could he do more him- 
ſelf, if it had been his own Caſe ? And if I may be fo bold, Does he al- 
ways do ſo much * Unfortunate Majeity ! and Unfortunate Mankind ! If 
cvery Nation muſt be juſtly liable ro the calamiries of War, in which a King 
happens to have a Connlſcllor, who in point of a Law of his own Country, 
ditters in Opinion from a Prince of another. 


Upon this Point ir is further Declared, that theſe Evil Connſcilors ſe- 


cretly examined the Opinions of the Judges, and precured ſuch to be turn'd out, 
as cou'd not in Conſcience concur in their pernicious Sentence. Why? then thoſe bad 
Countellors were nor bad cnough rodefire Men ſhould Act againſt their Con- 
ſcience, and the pernicious Sentence was given according to Conſcience. Bur 
this again is His Highnefſes Cate. He has the nominarion of Men to Em- 
ployments, as well as the King : And I humbly refer ir ro his Contcience, 
whcther before he nominate, he do nor farisfy himſelf that his Nomin@ be 2 
Man on whom he may rely, for the Service which he expects from him. Is 
ir juitice to fall our with the King for doing what he does Himſelf, and all 
Princes in the World, and all private Men, who have Employments ar their 
diſpoſal ? 

After minding us that we have a Crowned King, and have had Laws 
enacted in Erglard for pretervatiou of our Rights, -Liberties and Religion : 
The Declaration repeats again, rhat Evii Cermſel.rs have in cffet an:ulled all 
thoſe Laws, contrary tothe Kings Promiſe and Oath. Strange deſcant upon 
this ſhort plain Sopvg, The Kzrg has Diſpenc'd with cne Law, and that in the 
interval of Parliament, from which he promites Himſelf, it will be raken 
awav, and which the Parliament defign'd by his Highnels, as free as it ſhall 


be, we find by the Declaration, mnſt rake away, and this upon Information 


which he had reaſon ro truſt, that he might, according to Law, Will the Rhe- 
torick of his Highnefſes Pen-men, make this pals for a breach of Promile and 
Oath, for annulling and aboliſhing all Laws, when we fee with our Eyes,the 
eftablithe Religion actually maintained, and atfift every day ar the Divine 
Serviceef ir; when we {ec the Judges Sir, and Suitors obtain effectual De- 
erevs and Sentences from them, and effectual execurion elſewhere ;3 when we 
ice no Diipentation, nor Inclination to ir in any thing, fave in relicf of an 
Ovpreſſion, which the whole Narion, as far as I perceive, conſents ſhould 
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Bot. be continued > We Humb!y pray his Highneſs, in ſtead of the Liberty: 
held forth by his Invaſion, to afford us the liberry of belicying our own Fyc:, 
before rhe repetitions of his Hiſtorical Pen-men, and to think. we actua!ly 
enjoy our Religion, and our Lawsas much as they would perſuade us, rhcre 
1s no ſuch thing in England, 

Bur th6 our Cale were as deplorable, as their frightial Idea would 
make it, what Remedy can we hope from the Declaration ? All Human - 
Afairs are ſubject ro the mitcarriages inſeparable from Humas Na- 
rure. When they happen among us, the Wiſdom of our Nation has al- 
ways thought the beſt way of Redrefs is by Parliament. Bur we conld nc- 
ver think knocking our Mens Brains a proper remedy for milcariages abour 
Religion, nor plundring and burning apr to ſer righr the ſway'd Law. And 
we again pray his Highneſs, rather ro let us alone in our Miſery, than make 
us happy this way. For as weare made, the Fappincanndl be incom- 
parably the more unſupportable Miſery. | 

After all, whar would his Highneſs have done in the Caſe? and whar can - 
be done more, than ro Jeave none of thoſe things in being, of which'he com- 
plain'd ? And ſo much his Highneſs owns was done betore he fer Sail from 
Holland, The Eccletiaſtical Commiſſion was broken. 3 the Suſpenſion of re 
Biſhop of London taken off; Magd:lene College reſtored ; Chancellors and 
Archdeacons diſcharged of their attendance ; Lord-Licurtenants, Depury- 

Lientenants, and rhe reſt replaced 3 and Charters returned. As it is pal- 
pable,thar his Highneſs comes not to redreſs things, which he.knew were -re- 
dreſs'd already, iris palpable that we have Reatons of his coming alledged . 
which are not his Reaſons, and roo much ground ro argue from one to all, 
and, conclude, we have not one true Reaſon offered, bur are amuſed with 
pretences apt to work upon us, but which no way move his Highneſs. 

There is mention beſides of Popiſh Chappels, and Schools, and Commidt- 
ons, all three con{cquences of Liberty of Cor:ſcierice. People cannor exercit : 

their Religion, withour places in which ro exerciſe it, neither 15 there any * 
complaint of the Meeting placcs of their fellow Ditſenters, nor can I under - 
ftand why his Highneſs exceprs againit rheir Chappeis, who Declares, hz 
will not except them from the [I 7berty of Conſcience. Again, Parenars alwavs 
breed up their Children in their own way : And if Papitts be nor atlow'd 
Schools at home, they will be ſent abroad, ro ſpend there, whar it were 
more for the bencfit of the Nation ſhouid be laid our here, and beſides, be 
rraind up to Forcign Cuitoms, and perhaps,. Forcigen Principles, not to 
grateful ro the Nation, wiereas here rey might be watchr. Buy cannot the 
King and Parliament co:npoie this matter withour Bloodſhed? Is the Queſtion, 
whether a Boy ſhall go to Sci;ool in England or Flander:,to very marerial,and fo 
very intricate, that nothing bur Arms cm decide it? As tor rheir Commiſſt- 
ons, 1t ſtands not with Nature, that a King ſhould not ciuſe tome of hizown 
way to truſt with Commititons, when he 1s perſuaded he lawfully may. With 
all my Hearr I wiſh, thar the greater readin2is, and prearer filelits of 
others in the defence of their Prince and Country, may convino? hi 2, and all 
the World, rhat he has made an ul choicc. - 
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Pur to fee whither Exargeratien will go! All Aiatters of Civil Fiiftice, » 
according ro the Declaration, aie brought to great Cmertainties : Evil Count 


cellors v.nd:rcd Miſters of the Aﬀairs of tre Church, the Gov:1mment of the 


p Nation, and the Canſe of Fiiſtice, and all by theie Commiuitions to Papitts: | 
And yet all this tgnifics barcly rhroe or four Judges ar molt, foine Juttices 4 
of Peace, and ſome Officcrs in the Army. Can a few , and thole puny. | 
Judges, for there are no other, waiter the Courts of Juitice: Can a jew Otf- | 


Cers, moit Subalterns, with Soldicrs, not one to hity of their Religion, 
maſter the Aﬀairs of the Church and enflave a Nation * In which,it all che Pa- 
pits were arincd, and the reit naked their Pikes and Muskets could nct defend 
tem 2gainſt a Volley of Stones. Can Martrers of Civil Juſtice be brought 
to ecar Uncerrainties by the incapacity of Papiits, who have no 1icapaciry 
vpn them ? The Law icccec forbius them to be cmaployed, bur it they be, 
theie is no invalidity laid upon their Acts. And for Military Incapacity, if 
the Law had pur it, his Highneis has difpens'd with it ; for an Invation ca- 
pacitates every body to fave his Country, as Fire breaking our, ro ſave his 
Houſe. Bur "us incomprehentible, that the I;f2 ſhould be mentroned,and the 
danger in which the Nation is of Slavery from rhem, who, if his Highnets 
2d nor brought them in, had never been here ro fright us. Ar worlſt, the 
King's Subjects ſure may be as fately here, as ablolute Forcigners ; and if 
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Strangers, tho' Subjects, be incontiſtent with our Freedom, Tis certaing that ty - 
whatever be the butinels of his Highnefles Army, our Freedom is nor. ? 
And this appears the more, the tartner we go. All His Majettics Domi- [- 
:0ns are taken preſently after into the care of his Highneſs, aad 'tis repre ; 
tented as a diſmal Marrer, that Papiits are employed in Ire/azd, and that the ;

Reſerve. Now theſe are the very words of a Law enacted ta Scotland, by a |

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eXercue no freedon, bur according to the pleaſure of a ſuperviting Foreign 
VG, thovghn | fliould think it lomihing early to declare it.

otnels duces not mcaty” ring in Arms 2cainſt their King, and 
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calling in Foreign Enemies, by lawful Remecdics. Whatever other Nations 
do, ours allows this for nothing bur Treaſon, and Rebe!lion , nor, I much 
tuſpect, any Nation in the World beſides: And yct tnote lawful Remedies 
mult ſare be-Remedies nor authorized by Law 3 for the Declaration makes 
tuch means barr'd by evil Counſellors : The Inſtance 15 in the Biſhops Peri- 
tion. Now as unqueſtionably legal as a Pcrition 1s, there may be an iik.gal 
Petition 3 whether this were to, or no, the Kang cclired ftould be 1cg:lly 
tryed: And a Tryal there was, in which, the direct Point (as I am inforincd) 
"ame not to Ifſue, bur Not grilry found upon ro proof of matter of Fact. 
A Peer too is mentioned to be treatcd as a Criminal, for faying the Orders of 
a Popith Juſtice were not to be cbcyed. And all his Criminat treatment was 
to refer him to the ordinary courte of Law, where he likewiſe waved the 
direct Point by collateral Exceptions ; Where may the Opprefton be, aud 
where the ftrightful Apprchentions of loſs of Liie, Liberty , Honor , and 
Eitare, in all this? Are Judicicial Proceedings already threarned, and barr'd-? 
And muſt we have an Ariny to revenge the wrongs of the Biſhops, and 4 
Peer, who, I believe, themiclves complain -of none done them 2 Nor can, 
without complaining that the Law has wrong'd them, even when it acquitted 
them. 

Whar fignifications have been made, and what Expedients propoſed by 
their Highneſſes to his Majeſty, is not come to my knowledge. Bur if the 
ſame Adviſers were uſcd in their ſuggettions, which have been in this De- 
claration, it is-very likely the King might be ſenſible, thcy were too ill in- 
formed of the Afairs of England, to take their Advice. If Evil Counlicllors 
have endeavourcd to perſwade the King, that his Highnels defign'd ro. di- 
ſturb rhe Quict and Happineſs of the Kingdom, I am inbnitcly forry he 
would bear all this pains to juſtifie them. For 'tis impoflible ro b-licve he actu- 
ally came hither , without defign to come, or that the War he brings with 
him will nor diſturb our Peace, and the Miferics of it our Hz:ppincts. 

What follows is paſt my underſtanding. The lat arid great Remedy for olf 
our Evils is the Calling of a Parliament. So indeed all Engliſhmen think, and 
ſo His Majeſty thought, who call'd One. Happy we, 1t his Highneſs had 
been of the fame Opinion ! bur to our Milery, he is nor, who when One 
was call d would not ler it _ inſtead of it brought in Evils patt the Reme- 
dy even of a Parliament. For Vores are not Cannon proof. But a Porliament 
could not yet compaſſed, nor can it be eaſily brought about. Too ſadly true : For 
1t 1s neither eaſy, nor poſſible, ro bring abour a Parliament, when defence 
leſs People muſt break through a Foreign Army to meet and elect. Bcfore, 
it was fo poſſible ro compaſs, that ir was compatit 3 Wrirs were :ually gone 
our, and Elefions begun, which were not ſtopt by Evil Countellors. Bur 
theſe Evil Connſcliors apprehended, they ſhould be brought to an accomt, for ter 
Plots and Confpiracies againſt the Proteſtart Religicn, and have endeavoured, u- 
der the ſpecious pretence of Liberty of Conſcience, t9 ſow Divijions among them, 
between the Church of England, and Diſſenters, that, by their nmtual Quarret- 
lings, They might bring about their Defians, both mn the Elettion of Nembers, and 
in the Parliament it ſeif, Why then rhey deſign a Parkamenr ſhould fir, 2s 
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evil as they were, and as much as they fearcd to be called to account. Bur: 
if Liberty of Conſcience be a Plor againft Proteſtanrs,his Highnels mutt nceds 
be of ir himſelf, who declares for ir. Muſt we believe the fame thing, pra- 
etiſcd by His Majeſty, will divide Proteftants, and by his Highneis ettabliih 
a good Agreement? Then the asking People their Opinion beforchand, the 
Charters, Popith Sheriffs and Mayors, are brought in again, only to con- 
clude at laſt, that =o Parliament can be lawful, for which the Eledtimms and Re- 
mrirns are made by Papiſts 3 and therefore, as long as the Authority and M1giſtracy 
are in ſuch hands, it « nct p. ſſib'e to have any lawful Parliament. How 1ll do 
they underſtand the Law of Enz/and, who penn'd this Declaration ? Every 
body knows, that Elections arc made by. Freeholders and Frecmen, not by 
Sheriffs and Mayors, and that a Papiſt may elect as legally as any body, and 
make a Return, if he be in Office, as valid. Had his Highneſs ſuffered the 
Elections to go on, we ſhould have thought the Parliament very lawful ; bur. 
thall nor think fo of a Parliament made by the Law of Arms, where we are 
choſen, and 1it with the Sword at our Throats, we think, rhere is neither 
legality nor freedom ; and thar, when for a Remedy of rhe tmpoſſbiliry of 
2 lawfut Paritamenr, there is preſcribed an mpotitbility rhar it ſtrould be 
layvyful, very ill State-Do<tars have been called ro Counc!l, 

The Declaration crowns all with rhe Birth of the Prince of Z7ales,of which. 
ir fays, That great and violent Preſumpticns induce his Highneſs to believe, that 
theſe evil Conncellors, have publiſhed, the Queen hath brought forth a Sen, in order 
_ to their ill Deſions; and that nzt only his Highneſs himſeif, bur all the goed Sub= 
Jets of theſe Kingdoms, do vehemently ſuſpeR, that the pretended Prince of Wales 
was not bern by the Qu-:en. Such things to come abroad, with rhe Name of 
the Prince- of Qrange to them ! And yer ir 1s bur roo true, that there is a 
great deal of violence and vehemence in thefe Prefumprions and Sulpicions ; 
to rrue, that there is in reality nothing cle, neither Preſumprion, nor Suſpi- 
cion, indeed. And this violence, and this vehemence, muſt needs be intr- 
nitely great; which can pretend Sufpicions,nor only urrerly void of all Reaton, 
bur to palpably againſt it, thar, quirc contrary to what the Declaration avers, 
there 1s neither a good Subject, nor a ſ{enfible Man, who harbours any Doubt 
zn the caſe, And this Confilerarion, I ſuppote, has io long delayed doing any 
ching for publick Satisfaction. As it was not indeed very proper for the 
King to regard idle Fidtions,inverted and fpread by purely obttimarc Malice : 
Bur now he has cauſed the bufine!ts to be ſcanned, it we ſhould take toy, and 
ſuſpect withour Reaton. I beitcve, it would trouble his Highneſs, ro clear 
his own or the Princeſſes Birth, as the Birth of- the Prince of F1”'les 
is cleared : And gueſs, they would entertain the flighteft ſuſpicion with 
at impatient Scorn, and not allow the greateft vehemence in the World 
to fa{pect them into the Children of other Mothers, than the Princeſs of 
Ararze , and Ducheſs of Nrk, Bur, as: much ro ſcek as we were , for a 
Reaton- in all alledg'd before, this queſtioning the. Birth of the immediare 
Succeflor, ſpeaks plain. We know now,  vwhar brought his Highneſs hither, 
and can give a fhrewd gue{ls ar whar will follow on his fuccels : For if they 
be the only 20nd Subjects, who belicve not we have a Prince of -/77.les, tlicy

are like-to be in a bad condition, who have either ſenfe enough ro perceive 
plain Truths, or Conlcience enough ro boggie ar Perjury, or Memory enough 
to remember,they have {worn Fidelity to the King,and his lawful Succefiors. 
Beginning now to wind up, his Highneſs minds us of the great intcreſt which 
the Princeſs Royal and himſelf have in tis mattcr, and «f their Right to the 
Succeſſion, ſuch as ail the World knows : Of the Endeavours we uſed for the T'ni- 
ted Procinces, when they were invaaed, in a moſt unjuſt Wir in 1672 : Of the 
particular Eftcem and Affection, wich the Engliſh Natien has ever teſtified to both 
their Hizhneſſes : And therefore carinot excufe himjeir from eſpouſu g our Iitereſis;

Bur there 
is not a Man in the World, who can undcritand, how thoſe, who cipoule 
the intereſt of anvther, becauſe they have an intereſt of rhcir own, clpoute 
any intereſt bur rheir own ; nor could his Highnels have told us more plain- 
ly, that he comes for himſelf, nor us 3 that all alledged bctides, is only for 
fathion-fake ; and rhat we might fink or {(wim, for any care of his, if he had 
not been concerned himtelf. Again, becauic we did what we could for the 
Dutch, when rhey were unjuſtly invaded, no body can underſtand, how Gra- 
ticude obliges then ro invade us unjuſtly rhemielves 3 ror how the particular 
Afﬀection and Eitcem, which we have cver rcftihed ro-therr Highnetles, ſhould 
deſerve, thar he ſhould become our Enemy, and ruine us for our pains. As 
much Eſtcem and Afﬀection, as the great Qualitics of his Highneis arc like 
ro meet cvery where, he will pleaſe to be informed, that the itrongeſt Band 
of ours, is his Alliance to the Royal Bloud ; and mutt pardon the Engliſh, if 
they. love not a Man who hates our King, the very King, whole Sitter and 
Daughter rycd our Aﬀections to him : 1 hen, who can underſtand, how ma- 
king War upon us 1s cipoufing our Intereſt, our Religion, our Laws, our 
Liberties and Properties; our Intereit, and we, beicech his Highnels ro have 
a little Mercy on us, and nor cblige us to believe, he c{poutes our Intereſt, 
by ſubjecting all we have to the mercy cf a Jawlels Sword. He mutt like- 
wile pardon us, if we believe not on his Word, that many Lords, mary of 
it Gentry, and of all Ranks, arc TIrayrors, which, if it were true, ke re- 
wards them berimes, and by expoſing rhem 10 be puniſhed by orhers, till ir 
be teaſonable to do it hiinſelf, 1forms them what they muſt expect ar laſt. 
Rur the Spiritual Lords and their Principles are well known, and his High- 
neſs has experience what they arc,in the firit Biſkop near whom he approached,

We love our Princes, for all we can be angry, and ratk 
more freely than they darc in other Countreys, and will tooner dyc at their 
Feer, than Strangers ſhall injure, much le(s derhrone, rhem. We love our 
Country, and we love our Honour, and before Englund thall become the 
Prey of Hollarid, will rake order they ſhall find nothing in it, bur Grals and 
Trees, no Men for them to uſe as they did at Amboini We profels a Pro- 
reſtant Religion, which reaches us, nor to rife in Arms againſt our King, by 
whomſoever we are required, bur true Loyalty and Fidelity ro him and his 
lawtul Succeflors, and ro defend him againſt all arremprs whatfoever againſt 
his Crown, Perſon, or Digaity, and the World ſhall tee we are no bid Scho- 
lars of ſo good a Miſtreis. In a word, we know and we Honour HJ7{ſam 
Henry Prince of Orange, but we know not»M7lam 7eiry King of Enzland 
etherwile than for an Enemy. 


Animadverſions upon the Additional Declara- 
Hons of his Highneſs. 


HE Premilcs are to very plain, that his Highneſs rhought it neceflary to 
rake notice of rhem himſelt. Againtt rhe Apprehentions of a Conqueſt, 
he alledges the d:/propertion of his Forces, and the jfoyning of Engiiſh with hin. 
Thar dilproportion is not his Fault, and would have been, tho he had broughr 
Holland it elf in his Flcer,and all the Men in it. But can he nor detign a Con- 
quelt for all that * We were Conquered by rhe N:7mans, and bare Twelve 
Thouſand Sredes bid fair tor the Conqueſt of Germany, as little proportion as 
Normandy hae to Enzlaind, or Sweden to Germeny, We can Conquer our 
ſelves, tho H{md cannot ; which 1t we do, we Conquer for him under whom 
we Fight. For the General wins the Bartel, who ever Fight ir. And this of 
neceffity his Highneſs muſt deſign, unlels he deſign ro be beaten. For Victory 
and Conqueft arc but rwo Names for one thing. Neither is he a Man to be 
at all rhis ado ro make a Conquett, and nor make rhe moſt of it when he has 
done ; netther caa he do otherwite tho he wonld. For as he has no Righr 
ro Act here by Law, he muſt of neceility Act by Right of Conqueit. And 
we humbly beicech him nor to declare us our of common Senlte, and into a 
belicf that he is nor capable of intending what we ſee he 1s actuaily doing. 
Bur Encinies to their Country, of all Men in the World, one would leaſt 
expect ſhould be magniticed tor Dtegrity, and Jeal, and conſtant Fid:lity, nnd 
who £19 79m 71 a wicked attempt of Conqueſt, to make vwid their own lawful 
Titles to their Hrnours, Eſtates, ond Intereſts, Muſt we bulieve again they 
Cannor joyn in an Atreinpt in which his Highneſs himſelf gcils us rhey do joyn ? 
Nor void their Tiles, when they atrually did void them the very moment 
of the firſt Orert Act, which made ir known they thought of that wicked At- 
tempt ef 
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tempt ? And then the Fidelity, the Integrity, and Zcal'of Treaſon, is un- 
intelligible Language in Eng/aud. Bur I have-already oblerved, that his 
Highneſs ſpeaks in the Language of a Proreftant Religion which is not E- 
ftabliſhed here, and in likelihood never-will by a Parliament truly tree. 

The Kings Concefiions are treated as a ſeeing Relief; pretended As of. 
Grace ; an imperfett Redreſs, upm which no weight 1s to be laid, lecauſe Selenm 
Promiſes have been broken ; a plain Confeſſion of the Violation jet for:h in the 
Declaration, and defettive becaſe they may again be taken up. His Riginess 
rakes care thar nothing ſhall be replycd upon breach of Promiſe, by giving! 
no inſtance where it was broken. Bur to my grief here is ercater Work in. 
hand. Ir had been ſherrer, and not much plainer ſaid, I am refolved at any 
rate ro come, and be King. For as the pretence of the Declaration was, 
that the King had raken up ſome things, and the pretence of the Audition, 
that he has laid them down, 'tis palpable thar the Expedition was unaltey 
rably refolved, withour any care, or thoughr of the good of Exg/and, or its 
Concerns, fave only 'to borrow a prerence which might contribute ro rhe 
ſucceſs of the Expedition, and to whictr do, or undo was all a caie 3 and that 
nothing ſhall farishe him bur laymg down the Crown, nor that neither, be- 
canſe ir may happen to be taken up again. 

And yet his Highnets declares again, rhat te will refor all to a Free L1afil 
Pailiamint, Happy we, if he would. If an Enzlsfh Parliament were to 
judge, whether Foreign Force be lawtul 2 Whether ir be Int. grity, Zeal, 
and Fidcliry ro aber it ?
